GERMAN MORALE 
aince the llrie of war .itnrted runnlns 
ngalnst Ihc nnzis, we hiive been getting a va- 
riety ol solemn and iiuthorltatlve stutcments 
(in the subject of German cIvlIlRn morale. 
Tliey have come from people who hnd been 
in Germany after the war started, people 
who had lived there earlier, people who lind 
taken a Cook's tour of the Rhine country 
back in the iwi'nllp.s. or from folks who were 
Just 5clI-conIe(iBcd experts In human nnture, 
or cLnlcssed to an uncanny Intuition. 

Tliey liavc a.ssurcd us that the German 
people hnd caught paranoia Irom their Iiioh- 
rer and that It wns spreading In epidemic 
proportions. We have been told that they 
coutd only hold up while they were wjnnlnB, 
and that when they (clt the weight o( allied 
bombs their propoRanda-bullt belief In In- 
vincibility would collQp,5e, and they would go 
entirely lo pot. 

Well, these things may all come lo pass, 
but they haven't yet. And the latest story-out 
nf Germany, Irom a readily believable source, 
makes It appear that they won't In the Imme- 
diate future. 

This latest stoty is the composite opinion 
of some 600 Americans, diplomats, newspap- 
ermen, Red Cross workers, and others, who 
recently reached Spain In a prisoner ex- 
change after 13 months In Oermany. They 
emphatically state that they saw no sign of 
an Internal collapse such as took place In 
1018. 

The bombings and the steady chain of de- 
feats In Russia, they report, have only served 
to stiffen moraio. Before that, one of tho 
Journalists In the group reported, "It seemed 
o-i If the moss of the German people did not 
have a war on their hands." 

Their report Indicates that the average 
Gorman Is either extremely stoical or ex- 
tremely confident, It may be that he has been 
so stuffed with assurances of certain victory, 
sweetened by early nazl trlumpha and later 
distortion of fact, that he Is oi^ly now be- 
ginning to realize tho seriousness of his 
plight. 

This news Is a little disquieting', for most 
of us have indulged In wishful thinking 
about a crackup In the nazl home front. 
Coupled with Prime Minister ChurchlU'fl 
rather gloomy summation of the nail ground 
forces' strength In his latest speech. It makes 
It appear that Mr, Baruch'a "X Day" of Ger- 
man collapse may be a long way off. 

Perhaps this Is another pessimistic story 
that allied authorities have been objecting to. 
But If It Is true wo should know It here at 
home, and plan and act according. Surely 
and eventually we shall beat Germany, but It 
appears that It Is going to take considerable 
doing.

WHEN THE MEN RETURN 
The proposal'by certain Industrialists that 
double seniority be granted by plants to re- 
turning veterans has aroused opposition In 
more than one quarter. On the surface It 
appears to be a slmplo way to reward those 
who left their ]obs for the battlefield. 

Labor leaders admit that they may not 
wont ex-so!dlers In preferred factory posts 
unless they can ba sure the boys will not 
show the antl-unlon sentiments now express- 
ed by so many of them. 

The most widely accepted plan Is that e 
fighter with five years of pre-onllstmcnt em- 
ployment will be credited with a nine-year 
rating after two years In the army. 

But workers protest that In lean periods 
such men will h6 laid off last; that civilians 
with large families will be discharged before 
the others even though trioy are fathers, have 
been on the pay rolls longer and probably are 
ipore proficient in their tasks. 

Management critics raise the point that the 
system would advance Inexperienced men to 
high rank while skilled employes, who had 
reluctantly accepted draft defermenta be- 
cause they were needed at key places, would 
bo unjustly subordinated. 

There's another point to be borne In mind. 
Labor leaders and IndustrlalLitt can talk 
pretty much along their own lines of think- 
ing so long as the men In the armed forces 
are overseas. But when these men return, It's 
our opinion they will have plenty to say— 
and more power to theml

THERE SHOULD BE NO DISCRIMINATION 
"We need a national aervle* act In feieral govern- 
ment today more than wo requfro such tfraitfo legis- 
lation to resulale private employment," declared Con- 
Rrc.uman Dworshalc during a recent addresa tn the 
house chamber.
